Giant observatory to probe 
heavens for gamma rays 


•SPACE CENTER, Houston 
(AP) — NASA’s Gamma Ray 

• .Observatory was designed to scan 

• the cosmos for high-voltage radia- 
tion that may prove the existence 
of black holes and even provide 
clues about creation itself. 

"Gammu rays ore really an' tm-

stood (radiation) and the hardest 
lotitudy." 

Gamma rays, the most energetic 
form of radiation known,' come 
u'from the hottest. most violent ob- 
jects in the universe such us 
quasars, pujsars and supernova 
remnants. 

Gamma radiut/on zips through 
spa ce w ithout being deflected or 
' losing energy. It cannoLbc.sUidicd 
*• from the ground because it is ab- 
sorbed by the Earth's atmosphere. 

Prom 280 miles high, the Gum- 
ma Ray Observatory, or GRO, 
will be free to observe gamma 
rays. The observatory, which cost 
- $617 million, is -the largest and 
most sensitive gamma ray space- 
craft overbuilt. ' , -■ 

Scientists observe gamma rays 
to learn about the objects that pro- 
duce them. 

Gamma rays come from many 
sources, some of them '*1.000 
times hotter than the center of the 
sun, and that's hot. Those sources 
probably arc black holes,” Bunncr 
said. 

Further study of gamma rays 
may yield enough information to 
support the theory of black holes, 
believed to be the collapsed rem- 
nants of dead stars.

The book, based on more than 
1,000 interviews with estranged 
family members, alicnaicd former 
staff mpmbcrs and Reagan 
friends arid loyalists, was due in 
stores Monday. 

it paints a' portrait- of a schem- 
ing. ambitious woman who “in- 
vented" n, family background that 
hid htr early* years of poverty, 
weight problems and unhappiness 
and who lied about' her age. Mrs. 
Reagan was bom in 1921 and not

When she failed to become a 
successful actress, the book com 
tends, the former first lady set out 
to marry Reagan, who was then a 
movie star.

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Duke shows that athletes' can 
also compete in classroom 


It seemed poetic justice that only days 
after ji national commission made public 
its recommendations for relhinkjng "the 
'management and fundamental premises 
of intercollegia te athletics” a basketball 
team of young men who can actually ex- 
pect to graduate from a first-rate univer- 
sity claimed the national basketbull 
championship. 

Duke’s victory over the University of 
Kiinsus in the final won the school n 
long-sought national title, but it was the 
semi-linai win over the University Of 
Nevadn-Lns Vegas that avenged a humil- 
iating defeat in -lust yenr-s final - and, 
more important, provided a welcome 
commentary on the recurring controver- 
sies plaguing top-level college athletic 
programs. • v 

A recent study by the Chronicle of 
Higher Education shows that 95.9 per- 
cent of the recruited athletes entering 
Duke in the fall of 1 984 graduated within 
five years - including the two freshman 
rccnlits for, Duke's basketball team. 

At UNLV. only 21.1 percent of re- 
cruited nth (etc s beginning their freshman 
year in 1984, hud graduated fWe years 
later; the school’s one freshman basket- . 
ball recruit was not among them. 

Granted, at each school the graduation 
rates, of athletes was slightly higher than 
that of the student body in general 
. Evert so. Duke’s achievement proves 
that championship athletics programs-arc 
not incompatible with a rigorous college 
education. I 

The fact remains, however, that at 
most schools athletes do hot achieve in ' 
the classroom mid. too oficn, arc not ex- 
pected to. .

College athletics arc scandal-ridden •.

Too_«*hcn a school’s constituencies, 
from s'tudcntsio alumni to' the officials 
who control the government’s purse 
strings, core more about a team’s ability 
to bring home a trophy than its members* 
prospects of earning u degree. 
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Fresliman Congressman Lurry LaRocco 
says he thought about running for the U.S. 
Senate next year. For about five minutes. 

“I like where I am," says the first Democrat 
"to hold Idaho’s 1st Distrift congressional seat 
since the middle J 960s. 

LaRocco will be standing put next year, 
seeking a second term, 

That’s why all the political attention these 
days is focused on the Democrat who holds 
the other congressionol scat, Richard 
Stallings.

That means time’s run- 
ning out if that’s what Stallings has in mind.

ale race if Stallings docs not. Boise Democrat- 
ic state senators Karl Brooks and Mike-^ur- 
kett arc known os possibles,. with Brooks con- 
sidered more likely.

State Auditor J.D. Williams and Attorney 
General Lnny Echo Hawk both ran wd£?n the 
last election and cbuld make credible eftpdi- 
dajes, but Williams niay'woit until 1994j 
when Cecil Andrus-gives up the governor’s

There will be no shortage of Republicans 
seeking the 2nd District spat if Stallings runs 
against Symms. But there will be few volun- 
teers to run against a four-term incumbent if 
Stallings stays put. The logical candidate to 
run against Symms would be Andrus, \vho has 
enjoyed enormous popularity anil is the pnly 
person to be elected Idaho’s governor four 
times. But unless he makes a major switch in 
philosophy, Andrus will not sceka Washing- 
ton job. '

UTS. embassy 
now in cramped 
space after fire 

MOSCOW (AP) — Eleven days 
after fire badly damaged the U.S. 


tmoassy 111 Uie Soviet capital,, 
American diplomats arc working in 
makeshift quarters so cramped that 
some may be forced to move into a 
bowling alley. 

Some Embassy employees arc 
"blaming-U:S .- officials -for ignoring 
their warnings that the building was 
a fire hazard. 

And tiic embassy is investigating 
what happened to some diplomatic 
papers and hundreds of dollars in 
cash reported to have disappeared 
during the March 28 blaze. 

• The fire also adds fuel to the con- 
troversy over the eight-story, red- 
brick office tower that was built to 
hou.-jc the new embassy — but was 
never occupied because it is riddled 
with Soviet listening devices. 

The fire, traced to a welding 
spark in an ‘elevator shaft, destroyed 
the embassy’s antenna-lined roof, . 
the upper floors of the 10-story 
building, and caused smoke and wa- 
ter damage elsewhere. No one was ' 
seriously hurl. 

Some diplomats arc taking the 
trouble in stride. 

The American flag — dirtied and 
tattered from the firefighters’ foam 
and water — .still flics from themus- 
tnrd-colorcd embassy building on 
Tchaikovsky’ Street. Although the 
embassy is hard up for space be- 
cause of the fire damage, it. Will "ab- 
solutely not” use the unoccupied 
new. building, said Joe Huling&.nun-, 
istcr counsellor for management. .

“There is a 
middle ground - all kinds of middle . 
grounds, in fact - between saying nothing

• Delay responding while you’re expe- 
riencing- intense anger. Bow out of a po- 
tentinl confrontation by saying, "I need a 
little time to sort out my feelings. Let’s set 
up another time to talk more about this is- 
sue." In doing so, you’re asking for tem- 
porary time out to clarify your own posi- 
tion rather than permanently putting a lid 
on the issue. 

... * A s You step bock, consider your anger 
a signal that' something isn’t 'going right. 
Initially go inside.. to find-out why you’re 
angry rather than outside to strike. Ask 
yourself if you’re experiencing hurt mas--' 
much as hurt often underlies the surface 
feeling of anger. - 

• During your cooling off period, ask 

yourself what you might have contributed 
to the situation. Examine the part you play 
in perpetrating angcr-gcncrating responses . 
and develop the knack of responding dif- 
ferently to old situation's with new and 
creative behavior. Avoid focusing on 
changing others - change your own posi- 
tion. ; 

• Keep in mind you’re upsetting your- 
self through your own interpretation of 
stressful events. Such events arc them- 
selves neutral and value-free, with no in- 
herent ability to invoke an emotional re- 
sponse in you.

. As. spring arrives, the warm weather and 
longer days encourage us to leave our win- 
ter cloisters and again enjoy the outdoors. 

One way to do so is through the ancient 
art of kite-flying. Kite-flying can be sooth- 
ing or exhilarating, depending on your' 
temperament, and it’s a great way to get 
out In the open air.' 

"I’m having trouble keeping them in 
stock, they’re going out so fa$t," said 
Charles Russell of Sawtooth Windsurfing, 
a Boise shop that sells kites and windsurf- 
ing equipment. J 

There are three basic types of kites: flat, 
cellular and semi- to non-rigid. Most peo- 
ple are familiar with the flat kite. Although 
it can come in a variety of shapes, if almost 
always'hos a tail to stabilize it. 

The cellular kite has several panels and 
is usually heavier and more stable than the 
other types; a typical example is the box 
kite. 

Semi-rigid and non-rigid kites vary be- 
tween a kite with a bowed keel (eliminat- 
ing the need for a tail and increasing ma- 
neuverability) to a kite that resembles a 
parachute (n parafoil). I 

Kites can hnvc a wood, bamboo, piastre 
or even metal framework. The covering is 
usually paper, cloth or plastic. Lines rango 
from 20-50 pounds. (A 30-pound line is 
recommended for a gentle wind.) 

■ Russell sells mylar and nylon kites, dia- 
mond-shaped kites, 50-foot kites (kites 
with 50-foot tails), stunt kites and Delta 
kites. He also carries designer kites with 
appliques. 

Russell says the best kites are made of 
rip-stop nylon because they last longer. He 
also said many people are using kites as 
wall decorations, £spfccially the designer 
kites. 

The kite goes back more than 2,000 i 
years, and is thought to have originated in • 
China. Since -that time kites have been ; 
used for a wide variety of purposes, in- i 
eluding for meteorology, to catch fish and . 
even to' lift humans. To qualify as a kite, a <

device must be heavier than air, flown on 
■the end of a string, line or rope and kept 
aloft by the forces created by wind pres- 
sure. 

The Chinese celebrate kite day on the ' 
ninth day of the ninth month, and the 
Japanese hold kite contests on Boy’s Day, 
-May 5. You can, however, fly a kite any 
time of the year. 

All you need is wind. 

Kites can be flotvn in winds of 5 to 25 
knots, Most kites do best in a gentle wind 
(7-10 knots). You can best gauge wind 
speed by its effects: in a gentle wind, 
leaves dnd small twigs will be in constant 
motion and light flags will be extended. 
Just below this, you can first feel wind on 
your face, and just above this, dust and pn- -

It is important to remember that different 
kite types need differing wind speeds. It is 
best to have aVariety of types and sizes in 
order (o be prepared for' any weather. 

Russell said the key to flying kites is 
practice. Most of the Delta kites are fairly, 
cosy to fly, but some of the stunt kites take 
up to two hours to get proficient at. “It’s a 
great way to pass a windy spring day,” he 
said, 

“The best places to fly kites are large, 
large fields, parks or any place with a lot of 
space,” Russell said. 

More importantly, one should be aware 
of where not to fly a kite. Do not fly a kite 
near a road or railway, near overhead pow- 
er cables, within five miles of an airport, or 


in a thunderstorm. 

Kite flying is not necessarily a solo 
sport. Contests include: height (on a given 
length of line), stability, quickest riser (in a 
set time) and kite tag. ' 

To build your own kite, check your local 
libroty.for books on kite building. Most 
books will have instructions for construct- 
ing a variety, of models. Fjor the less adven- 
turesome, kites can be purchased at a toy 
shop. 

Whether you fly the traditional lozenge 
kite, something os functional as the box 
kite or as decorative as the Chinese Drag- 
onfly Kite or Guatemalan Sun Kite, .kite 
flying can provide you with hours of relax- 
ing entertainment; unless, of course, your 
name is Charlie Brown.

A 68-year-old 
woman was brought in by. her 
daughter, for evaluation of ! asthma 
and arthritis. But the real concern 
turned out to be mild memory loss.

• Ope illness causes another as 
well as producing an impairment 
A 76-year-old woman com- 
plained of weight loss and abdomi- 
nal pain when she ate.

Scientists discover substance playing 
important role in forming blood clots 


NEW "YORK (AP) - Scientists 
have discovered a protein that plays a 
key role in blood clotting, an advance 
that could lead to new medicines for 
preventing heart attacks and strokes. 

The protein binds to a natural sub-' 
stance called thrombin os the initial 
step in producing blood clots, which, 
can cause heart attacks and strokes 
when they block blood vessels. 

The discovery was reported recent- 
ly in the journal Cell by researchers 
at the University of California, San 
Francisco. Further research may lead 
to new medicines that block forma- 
tion of blood clots without the side 
effects of current drugs, study co-au- 
thor Dr. Shaun Coughlin said. 

The scientists reported that they 
had isolated the genetic material that 
lets cells produce the protein, called a 
thrombin receptor. The receptor sits 


on the surface of blood cells called 
platelets. 

Thrombin, which is produced by 
blood vessels in response to injury, 
binds to this receptor. That mokes' 
platelets clump together, which is the 
initial step in clot formation, Cough- 
lin said ip a telephone interview. 

The scientists showed that the 
newfouqd protein made cells respond 
to thrombin. They also deduced the 
chemical makeup of the protein. 

Drugs that block the binding of 
thrombin to the receptor may be able 
to prevent formation of clots with 
fewer side effects that current throm- 
bin-inhibiting medications, Coughlin 
said. That is because such drugs 
would not block beneficial effects of 
thrombin that do not rcqulnfi the re- 
ceptor, he said. 

Those clTccts include causing pro- 
duction of another protein that dis- 


courages clot formation, he said. 
Normally that anti-clot action ap- 
pears to be important in regulating 
thrombin's effects, although its im- 
portance in blocking clots that lead to 
strokes and heart attacks is not 
known, he said. 

The thrombin receptor also appears 
on smooth muscle cells tKhl line 
blood vessels and play a role in 
atherosclerosis, a narrowing of the 
passageway for blood within arteries 
that sets the stage for heart attacks 
nnd strokes. Thrombin stimulates 
growth of the cells. 

- Doctors often- treat atherosclerosis 
by removing the bumpy plaques on 
the inside of the blood vessels. But 
sometimes the arteries become nar- 
rowed again because of growth of the 
smooth muscle cells. The new find- 
ing may aid research into this pro- 
cess, Coughlin sajd.
